Making sexist jokes or posting 
offensive materials could place 
‘Ontario students ina whole heap of 
trouble if that province’s education 
ministry gets its way. 

The ministry recently told 
Ontario's post-secondary institu- 
tions to design sexual harassment 
and discrimination policies based 
On zero tolerance. Zero tolerance 
means that all complaints are in- 
vestigated, penalties are harsh, and 
complainants can be anonymous or 
Not even involved in the case. 

i think it’s just a catch phrase,” 
said Paddy Stamp, sexual harass- 
Ment officer at the University of 
Toronto. Ontario schools have until 
March to meet the government's 


guide-lines. 

According to the Globe and Mail 
(Jan. 6), the guide-lines call for zero 
tolerance of actions or comments 
deemed to be “unwelcome, un- 
wanted, offensive, intimidating, 
hostile or inappropriate.” Harass- 
ment can range from jokes and car- 
toons to academic penalty and 
physical assault. 

Stamp said she fears zero toler- 
ance will lead toa flood of frivolous 
complaints and ignore serious cases 
of harassment. She said there is an 
important distinction between ac- 
tual harassment and things that are 
unpleasant or painful. 

“Tsometimes get very upset about 
what people believe, but their be- 
lieving it does not make it harass-

ment. Their saying it doesn’t make 
it harassment.” 

Stamp said the Ontario govern- 
ment cannot make universities 
adopt zero tolerance, but she said 
the U of T will take the government’s 
guide-lines into accountin drafting 
its new human rights policy. She 
said, however, that the current 
policy works. 

“It’s not perfect, but, it’s fair. It 
gives the complainant control,” she 
said. “Zero tolerance gives the in- 
stitution control... If that’s not a 
patriarchal notion, I don’t know 
what is.”

Their most recent fundraising 
effort, the Geo Tracker raffle, was a 
failure. 

At Tuesday night’s council meet- 
ing, Arts councillor Jeff Paruk ques- 
tioned SU president Terence 
Filewych about the “dismal fig- 
ures.” 

Filewych replied, “We wouldn’t 
do it again. We weren't able to pre- 
dict the over-saturation of the 
Edmonton raffle market.” 

Filewych remains optimistic 
however, saying plans to contact 
major corporations and the aid of a 


“They can say ona piece of paper 
‘zero tolerance,’ but in fact, it’s not 
going to make a difference,” said 
Shaw. She said removing the fear of 
retaliation, by educating people on 
campus to take complaints seri- 
ously, will encourage victims to re- 
port harassment.

“We didn’t have the 
volunteerbase we hoped for.

She added that a lot of the SUB 
fundraising effort had been con- 
centrated on the raffle, so the 
fundraising committee will have to 
work extra hard at getting the cor- 
porate and private donations they 
need. 

Other council business included 
the nomination of Law councillor 
James Bond and Faculté St. Jean 
councillor Gina Marie Harty to sit 
on the Discipline, Interpretation, 
and Enforcement Board selection 
committee.

CaPS holds seminar on U.S. immigration

Do you want to live in the Prom- 
ised Land? 

About 100 students showed up 
Wednesday to a seminar to hear 
how they could immigrate to or 
find employment in the United 
States. 

“We are getting a lot of students 
coming in and asking about work- 
ing in the States,” says Joan 
Schiebelbein from Career and 
Placement Services, the event’s or- 
ganizer. 

“There seems to be a lot more, 
especially in the health-care field, 
third-party recruiters looking for 
people to go down to the States.” 

The presentation was delivered 
by an immigration lawyer from 
Canada who now works in the 
United States. 

Geoffrey Leibl explained the dif- 
ferent work visas and Green Cards 
available to Canadian citizens and 
the requirements for each one. 

“You have to get ajob offer'‘irst,” 
says Leibl. “Once you have that 
you can apply for the appropriate 
visa.” 

The Free Trade Agreement 
makes it easier for Canadian pro- 
fessionals to enter the U.S.—all they 
need is an offer of employment 
and qualification certification. The 
list of applicable occupations in- 
cludes economists, librarians, and

scientists. Education requirements 
vary and include everything from 
a Bachelor’s degree to a PhD de- 
pending on the occupation. 

Those individuals witha million 
dollars and those who have won 
Nobel prizes will have an easier 
time gaining entry to the U.S. but 
for the rest of the population, Leibl 
suggests people should research 


their family tree. 

“You may be a citizen of the U.S. 
and not know it. If your parents 
were U.S. citizens—even if they 
don’t live there—you could be a 
citizen. It happens regularly.”

people and asked what they 
thought aboutit. One of my friends, 
Jackie Ho, a second year Science 
student, looked incredulous and 
said that she didn’t encounter any- 
thing like this. Another of my 
friends, however, a second year 
Arts student, smiled and said, 
“Olga, you are awakening.” My 
parents supported her. According 
to them what I encountered was 
“just competition.” 

I think, however, that there are 
other reasons as to why a signifi- 
cant percentage of students be- 
haved in such way. It’s easy to 
dismiss everything as ordinary 
competition and “struggle for sur- 
vival.” But why then was the atmo- 
sphere in my other classes better? 
My math class wasn’t the only one 
where asked for assistance; in my 
other classes I did sometimes miss 
important information (including 
the assignments), but normally I 
was able to learn what I missed 
from other students. I said “nor- 
mally” because you can, of course, 


this course has one of the Sreatest 
failure rates). You can understand 
now why the people were sq ill 
disposed. 

The thing that I found most in- 
teresting, however, was that the 
T.A. who marked the assignments 
also had problems with math, The 
marked assignments contained 
gross errors. Mainly, the answers 
written slightly differently fromthe 
right ones frequently weren't rec. 
ognized as right. Any T.A. with 
knowledge of math should see, for 
example, that In(e/4) is the same as 
1-21n2. At the beginning I wassim. 
ply submitting the assignments for 
remarking, but I stopped doing so 
after the T.A. “remarked” one of 
the problems that really had errors 
and subtracted additional marks. 
Of course, this could be just a mis- 
take (although | think thatit’spretty 
easy to notice if the remarked as- 
signment has a lesser grade than 
the one submitted for remarking).

I am looking at my unofficial 
transcript.

You may notice how low the 
Math 115 class average is. If the 
distribution is normal, this means 
that about half of the class got 
grades below 5. But the passing 


- grade is 4. Half of the class either 


failed or were less than one grade 
point away from failure! (In fact, 


am not one of those people whoare 
simply dissatisfied with theirmark 
and are looking for somebody to’ 
blame (stupid T.A., bad students, 
etc.) Because I had a good back- 
ground in math and could study 
on my own, I was the one who was 
least of all affected by the 
professor’s difficulties with English 
and the T.A.’s difficulties with 
math. If somebody ought to com- 
plain—it’s definitely not me. 

The math department adminis- 
ters this course assuming that the 
class average of 5 is something 
normal and that the students can- 
not learn because they are stupid 
(rather than because they are not 
taught properly). Asa result of the 
high failure rates and low marks 
the course is very stressful (in ad- 
dition to being academically chal- 
lenging). And majority of students 
are required to take Math 115.1 think 
that it’s time for the math depart- 
ment to make some changes into 
the teaching and administration 
patterns of the course.

“Pardon me, I think it’s the Diet Coke,” 
blurts Jim Guedo in the middle of the inter- 
view. “It makes jumpy.” 

The artistic director of the Phoenix The- 
atre has a rather intense play in the offing 
down at the Kaasa Theatre. Entitled Death 
and the Maiden, it deals with three characters 
whose lives are tragically linked by the tur- 
moil of political change. Ariel Dorfman, a 
Chilean-based novelist, wrote the award- 
winning Broadway play after the upheaval

that pushed Pinochet from his dictatorial 
seat and Chile began to heal the wounds of 
the past. 

“Dorfman felt it was his duty as an artist to 
rock the boat and say, ‘Well, should we 
compromise and forget about the past, or 
should we go after the people who commit- 
ted the crimes against humanity?” explains 
Guedo. “When Pinochet was ousted from 
power, he was still in control of the military. 
Pinochet said basically, ‘I’m gonna stick 
around, and if you guys act up again, I’ll be 
there.’ So when the human rights organiza- 
tions and the people began to call for justice 
for the prisoners and other victims of the 
regime, the new government’s hands were 
tied. Dorfman doesn’t say that he would do 
one thing or the other, but he wanted people

After his tire 
blows out, he is given a ride back home by 
Roberto (John Wright), whom Geraldo’s wife 
Paulina (Christine MacInnis) believes is the 
man who tortured, beat, and raped her fif- 
teen years earlier. Paulina takes Roberto 
hostage and tries him for his alleged crimes.

“Dorfman tackles issues in a style that is 
accessible, but at the same time he does not 
short change the political aspect. There area 
lot of specific things going on, but he main- 
tains a sense of purposeful ambiguity so as 
not to label any one thing or person in real- 
ity. In the play Mr. Dorfman qualifies him- 
self by saying the play could take place ina 
country like Chile, or any other country that 
has recently undergone a change from tyr- 
anny to democracy. Even the language is 
very specific. He wanted a distanced lan- 
guage that wasn’t immediately colloquial, 
oddly formal, so the audience wouldn’t be 
lulled into some sort of complacency. It puts 
the audience slightly off balance, and it’s 
been fun playing around with these con- 
cepts.” 

Certainly the character of Paulina will 
attract a segment of the audience seeking a 
strong female finding herrevenge, and while 
Guedo agrees there is a feminine undercur- 
rent to the play, he doesn’t see Dorfman’s 
work as a feminist revenge fantasy. 

“There are a lot of feminist currents run- 
ning through the show,” Guedo says. “But 
there area lot of levels to what Mr. Dorfman’s 
trying to do. The journey many people will 
see will be that of Paulina, because of the 
universality of her character. There are those 
who draw comparisons between her and

victims of rape, targets of sexual harass- 
ment, and so on. Obviously there are a lot of 
touchstones in the play that different people 
can relate to.” 

Death and the Maiden’s ambiguous nature 
seems to conflict with Guedo’s thoughts in 
communicating ideas clearly to the audi- 
ence. If nothing is specific, then how can an 
audience member obtain a clearidea of what 
the play is about? 

“T can see some artists saying that if the 
audience gets anything from the work, that’s 
fine, but that only disengages the artist from 
responsibility,” answers Guedo. “We have 
made choices about specific things in the 
play, because you cannot play ambiguity. 
You have to play one thing, and the audi- 
ence should be able to make up their mind 
based on how focused the performance is. 
The specifics sometimes don’t have tobe the 
important thing. It’s like Pinter; people may 
interpret a pause as meaning something lofty, 
but Pinter will turn around and say, ‘Well, 
actually, he had to go to the bathroom.’ You

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Many people view karate as a bizarre and 
violent activity with an air of mystery about 
it. They also see karate students as rowdy, 
arrogant individuals who will go out of their 
way to pick fights. Indeed many people 
have lost sight of the philosophy behind the 
martial arts which is one of humility, respect 
and pure self-defense, to avoid conflict at all 
costs and only use karate when there is no 
other option available. 

For me, the self-defense aspect of karate is 
central to my training. By striving to refine 
my karate technique, aresponse toan attack 
by one or a group of individuals is now 
reflexive, allowing the greatest chance of 
escape. Also a large portion of karate train- 
ing is developing a heightened street-sense. 
By understanding which situations increase 
one’s vulnerability to an attack a person can 
avoid a confrontation before it occurs, which 
is becoming more important as reports of 
random violence increase. 

Aside from an increased level of fitness 


and improved self-confidence, karate has 
also helped me to develop many other im- 
portant life skills such as leadership and 
publicspeaking ability, vital skillsin today’s 
work-place. I am a U of A graduate and I 
believe that karate has allowed me to de- 
velop these skills in ways that would not be 
possible in any university course. Karate 
complemented going to school and defi- 
nitely had a positive influence on my stud- 
ies. However, one does not have to take 
karate, or even a martial art to gain many of 
these benefits. As long as the activity that 
you choose is something that you are able to 
spend time on and enjoy, the rewards will 
quickly follow. However, if you are looking 
into taking a martial art I suggest that you 
shop around to find something that you will 
enjoy. lalsorecommend looking into smaller 
programs since larger ones with flashy post- 
ers are often attempting a money-grab.

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What do you think when the word karate 
is mentioned? For most, it conjures Holly- 
wood images of endless fights and acrobat- 
ics, and people are often misled into think- 
ing “it’s not for me.” But the hard work of 
one group led by U of A graduates Jim 
Freeman, Todd Roskewich and Craig Pettie 
thoroughly debunks that image. 

“Karate is an Okinawan Martial Art that 
balances the use of punching, kicking, and 
blocking techniques. Training consists of 
sparring (kumite), practice of forms (kata), 
and conditioning work (waza) against heavy 
pads,” mentiones Jim Freeman, a 2nd de- 
gree Black Belt with 7 years teaching experi- 
ence. 

“All aspects of our program combine to 
provide students with a complete method of 
self-defense training, particularly important 
in the 1990's. It is really the life skills that 
karate provides that attracts me to the activ- 
ity. This is not a sport; this is self-defense, 
and I find the discipline and self-confidence 
achieved through hard workin karate appli- 
cable to all aspects of my life,” continues 
Freeman, who teaches an acclaimed youth 
program of 100 students and an adult karate 
program two blocks west of campus at 
nearby Windsor Park School. “It’s not just 
for guys, either. University-aged women 
have been increasingly drawn to this activ- 
ity out of concern for personal safety, and we 
are very fortunate to have in our organisation 
an experienced women’s self-defense in- 
structor. All together, we have five black belt 
instructors, and three brown belts who soon 
will be in a position to teach.” 

Freeman has founded an organisation 
called the Bushido Karate Association and 
teaches a form of karate called Wado-kai, but 
is now complementing the program with 
the best techniques from other forms of self- 
defense. “Our students benefit from highly 
personalized training.

Swim takes on US Huskies

The University of Washington 
Huskies swim team will be visiting 
the Golden Bears and Pandas swim 
teams for the first time in four years.

of the Student Programs Office in the 
Faculty of Arts. If you are one of the 
over 5000 students enrolled in Arts, 
there is a good chance that you will 
find yourself standing in front of “the 
counter” on the 6th floor of the west 
end of the Humanities Centre at some 
time during your educational experi- 
ence. 

While normal daily contact is with 
Barb, Doris, Monica or Robin, students 
may also be referred to one of four 
senior advisors or the Associate Dean 
of Academic Programs and Under- 
graduate Students. 

Students may not be as familiar with 
the east end of the 6th floor where the 
Dean’s administrative offices are 
housed. Dr. Patricia Clements will be- 
gin her second term as Dean of the 
Faculty on July Ist. Dr. Margaret Van 
de Pitte, Professor of Philosophy, is 
presently serving as Acting Dean. The 
Office of the Dean of Arts is staffed by 
4 Associate Deans, the Executive As- 
sistant to the Dean, the Faculty Secre- 
tary, 2 Administrative Assistants, an 
Executive Secretary, anda Reception- 
ist. 

Students wishing tobecome involved 
in Faculty business might consider 
serving as a student representative on 
one of several standing committees, 


including Academic Affairs, Teaching, 
and Library, or may nominate an out- 
standing instructor fora Faculty Teach- 
ing Award. The Faculty appreciates 
the work of volunteers who are inter- 
ested in the area of public relations for 
many of its outreach activities, such as 
the Visiting Committee and Reunion 
Days, when members of the commu- 
nity and alumni are invited to visit the 
Faculty.

The deadline for changes of registra- 
tion varies, depending on whether you 
wish to add or delete a course, receive 
a partial fee refund, or withdraw with- 
out academic penalty; therefore, please 
refer to the academic schedule in sec- 
tion 11 of the Calendar. 

Students planning toconvocate must 
submit their Application for Degree 
form to the Student Programs Office 
no later than February Ist, if they in- 
tend to graduate at Spring Convoca- 
tion, and no later than September Ist, if 
they intend to graduate at Fall Convo- 
cation.
